COLLECTING WOODEN MONEY, TOKENS, AND SOUVENIRS 
By NORM BELSTEN PART #1 
WHAT'S OUT THERE TO COLLECT 


Well now, you think you would like to collect Wooden Money, 
but don't know where to start. The first thing to find out is 
what's available to collect, next is to learn where to obtain the 
Woods, and finally, the types of Woods you want to collect. 

Let's deal with what Woods have been issued to date. If you 
are lucky, you may get your hands on Norm Well's Canadian Wooden 
Money Book, however this book now out of print, is very hard to 
obtain. A new Catalogue of all woods issued in Canada is being 
produced but is not yet available, hopefully in the next few 
months. Since Norm Wells passed away, Howard Richardson and I 
issued a revised format supplement for woods not’ listed up to 
Nov. 1987, this was followed by a listing of woods issued up to 
June 1988 handed out by me in memory of Howard Richardson who 
also passed on. Most collectors use the Numbering system set up 
by Norm Wells in his catalogue of Canadian issues to list their 
woods, but if you collect Maritime Woods, there are two fine 


Catalogue issued by Glenn Rodger and David Taylor. The two books 
cover all Maritime issues up to early 1989 and use the Atlantic 
Provinces Wooden Money numbering system. Write to Glenn Rodger at 
Comp. 122-site 4,S.S.#3, Fredericton, N.B. Canada E3B 5W9. All 
listings and catalogues show the wood colours, mintage, place of 
issue, rarity, when data available, along with any other 
information that will help the collector. If your interest is 
mainly in United States Woods, catalogues by Emil Di Bella, M. 
Wayne Dennis and Tom Hudson, and I think a listing of Dairy Queen 
woods, although the Catalogues have been out of print for some 
time I think they may still be available from M.Wayne Dennis at 
1852 Golden Shadow Dr., Henderson, NV., 89015. For the Dairy 
Queen listing try writing to George S. Hill at 1514 N. Grant 
Ave., Kittanning, PA. USA 16201. The main difference between a 
Catalogue and a listing is a Catalogue has pictures, a listing 
doesn't. Part two will deai with how and where to acquire Woods.
